MAN SUBMARINES. 


— 
New Rogard for American 


Opinion, 

Tho following letter from Mr. 
Balfour to a correspondent hae 
been published ;— 

Admiralty,8.W. Sopt.5. Dear 
Sir.—Much has been written 
about Germany's military meth- 
oda and sima on Isnd; not eo 
much about her methoda and 
aime ataea, Yet in trath the two 
are so intimately connected that 
neither can be underatood apart 

-from the other, 

It wasin 1900 that Germany 
firat proclaimed the policy of 
building 5 fleet spainst Britain ; 
and from the point of view of 
her own smbitions the policy 
wae 8 perfectly sound one, Sho 
aimed atworld domination: and 
against world domination the 
British Fleot from tke time of 
Queen Elizabeth to the pre- 
seat day, bas always been found 
the eurest and most offactual 
protection. The Germans have 
avery reason to be aware of the 
fact ; for without the British Fleat 
Frederick the Great most have 
succumbed to hie enemies; and 
without the British Fleet Prawsia 
would scarcely have shaken off 
the Napoleonic tyranny, What- 
ever may bo thought aboct the 
‘freedom of the aéaa” in any of 
ita various meanings, the freedom 
ofthe Lend is due in no small 
measure to British ships and 
Britiah sailors. 

It takes, however, timo aa well 
as money to create a great fleat; 
sod German statesmen were too 
wise to suppose that they could 
at once call into oxtstencea Navy 
able to contend on equal terms 
with the Power which—as they 
saw clearly enough—-wae the 
most formidable obstacle to their 
aggressive projects. Bat they 
did not, on that account, doubt 
the immediate advantagea which 
their msritime policy conferred 
apon them, They calculated that 
a powerful flest, even thongh it 
were numerically inferior to that 
of Britain, woald nevertheless, 
render the latter impotent; since 
ao British Government would 
dere to risk a conflict which, 
however successful, might leave 
them in the end with naval forces 
inferior to those of some third 
Power. This ‘is the policy clear- 
ly, though cautiously, exproased 
in the famous preamble to the 
Navy Bill. [1 is unnecessary to 
add that the Gorman Navy 
League entertained much more 
ambitious designs, . 

The Submarine Policy. * 

So far, however, neither the 
designs of the German Govérn- 
ment nor those of the German 
Navy League have mot with any 
measure of success, Tho Britiah 
fighting fleet has bocome relativa- 
ly stronger than it waa 13 months 
ago, and there ia no reason to 
suppose that during the future 
couree of the war thia prozeag ia 
likely to be arrested. It is, 
indeed, plain that after six 
months of hostilities Admiral
